an infected man. The baby tapeworm 
migrate? to the animal's muscles. Then, 
when a person eats the infected meat 
without cooking it thoroughly to kill the 
larvae, he may himself pick up a tape- 
worm infection. A period of abont three 
months generally elapses after infec- 
tion before .signs of illness appear. 


The pork tapeworm, a very impor- 


tant type, is seldom longer than ten feet 
The infection usually results from eat- 
ing undercoofced pork. 


Another common type is the fish Jape- 


worm- Infection from thiy tapeworm 
usually occur? after eating poorly cooked 
or poorly iced fish. 


A tapeworm may not give any syp- 


toms whatsoever. However, it may cause- 
diarrhea and. sometimes, constipation as 
well as diarrhea. The person may ex- 
perience severe pangs of hunger, even 
though he eats regularly, and also a very 
toxis feeling—that is. he is tired, \reafc. 
and constantly distressed. Small sec- 
tions of the tape worm may be se«n in 
the stool which is passed, or coming 
from the rectum. 


The beef tapeworm has a tendency 


to cause abnormal cramps and sever"! 
diarrhea. Los* of appetite, loss of weight, 
loss of sleep, extreme weakness and 
nervousness m»y occur. Children may 
even have convulsions. Usually, the fish 
tapeworm causes a very marked anemia.
